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General Ike Faces 


His Biggest Task 


As General Eisenhower begins the 
task today of choosing the leaders of his 
administration, we join the nation in 
fervent prayer that he will be able to 
weld together the varied forces within 
his party into a workable team. 

He has a difficult job ahead, perhaps 
the most difficult of a career in which 
weighty problems have been the rule. 
He also has his greatest opportunity 
to unite the nation behind a program 
that is in tune with the times and that 
will meet successfully the challenge fac- 
ing us. 

While we reaffirm our esteem and 
respect for the President-elect, we would 
be less than honest if we did not repeat 
that we are worried and concerned for 
the general because of some of the con- 
gressional leaders that have been swept 
into power with him. We hope they do 
not block a constructive program in 
domestic and foreign affairs, but their 
past performances do not exactly invite 
optimism. 

The two most powerful men in Con- 
gress will be Sen. Robert A. Taft, Ohio, 
as head of the Republican policy com- 
mittee, and Rep. Joe Martin of Massa- 
chusetts, speaker of the House. 

Senator Taft’s record of isolationism 
and reaction are too well known to bear 
repeating. That record was repudiated 
by the people through the Republican 
National Convention. Representative 
Martin has served as the right arm of 
Senator Taft, carrying out his directives 
in the House. He is more than an Old 
Guard Republican; he is a devotee of 
the school of Hoover and the ;‘good old 
days.” 

According to the news services, Sen. 
Joe McCarthy of Wisconsin will serve 
as head of the key Senate committee 
nvestigating operations of the govern- 
ment. McCarthy can be expected to 
blanket the nation with accusations 
against any and all Democrats, making 
it possible in the confusion to persuade 
the American public to accept whatever 
program the GOP leaders offer. Any- 
one who opposes that program can be 
expected to be branded as Communist. 

Head of the Senate banking and cur- 
rency committee will be Sen. Homer 
Capehart of Indiana, who wrecked the 
controls program, while the chief of the 
powerful Senate rules committee will 
be Indiana’s William E. Jenner, who 
may be expected to run interference 
for Senator McCarthy. 

There is Representative Reed, New 
York, who will serve as chairman of 
the House ways and means committee 
that writes tax legislation. He is an 
advocate of tax cutting, regardless of 
the consequences. 

Chairman of the Senate foreign rela- 
tions committee will be Sen. Alexander 
Wiley, McCarthy's isolationist colleague 
from Wisconsin. Head of the House 
armed services committee will be Rep. 
Dewey Short, Missouri, who has been 
described as making Taft look like an 
arcent internationalist. ; 

There are others, but these give us 
some idea of the difficulties facing Gen- 
aral Eisenhower as he attempts to weld 
a program together that is in line with 
the realities facing America in a world 
wherein we must accept leadership of 
the free peoples or face obliteration our- 
selves—a fact of which the President- 
elect is fully aware. | : 

We hope for the best. The general 
will have considerable help from friend- 
ly Democrats in Congress, who may also 
be expected to fight efforts to scuttle 
the bipartisan program that has pre- 
vented the remainder of Europe and 
Asia from falling to communism. And, 
too, he certainly has the best wishes of 
all Americans in his trying task.

It is interesting to note that among 
some of those who opposed Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson there is now almost a guilt 
complex in their expressions of appre- 
ciation. And among others there is felt 
the necessity to stand up and applaud 
the Democrat who did not once stoop to 
political expediency, even in the states 
where he mgst desperately needed 
support. 

The results show that General Eisen- 
hower did not need to bend to the ex- 
pediences of endorsing Jenner, McCar- 
thy and others of that ilk—as he was 
advised to do “to win.”

Earlier or later the people might 
have chosen differently. 

Adlai E. Stevenson did not, we think, 
lose this election for himself; he did not 
lose, as some may say, because he did 
not fight hard enough or because he 
fought with the wrong weapons. He did 
not talk over the people; the people 
understood what he was saying. But the 
people were no longer attuned to what he 
was saying. 

Adlai Stevenson was defeated because 
he was forced to go the wrong way on 
the tide. He was defeated by his own 
party which, though it once spoke for 
the people, and will do so again some 
day, no longer does now. Mr. Stevenson’s 
attitude and the attitude of his party was 
perforce one of approval of all that is 
and has been in the Democratic adminis- 
tration, and in this attitude there was a 
fundamental difference with Mr. Eisen- 
hower and, as it turned out, with the 
people. 

The supporters of Mr. Stevenson have 
nothing to be ashamed of in him and 
much, we think, to be proud of. No man 
could have better stated the cause of 
his party; no man could have so well 
demonstrated that his is a party that 
can claim allegiance from men of stature. 

And not the least of the things Mr. 
Stevenson’s supporters have to be proud 
of was what he said in his dark hour 
of yesterday morning. His words, of 
course, were molded to a long tradition 
which accepts political defeat graciously, 
but those words also told of him that 
he understood the wisdom of that tra- 
dition. That which unites us is greater 
than that which divides us. 

With no sense of disparagement but 
with a deep pride in the quality of men 
that this country can uncover in its cru- 
cial days, we ‘think that nothing better 
revealed in Mr. Stevenson a quality for 
leadership than the manner of his yield- 


dng it. 


Now, that’s nice. And we are sure 
it was so meant. But, honestly, isn’t it 
just a little hypocritical to say that a 
man has vision, courage, ability, and 
yet to argue he could not be trusted, 
if elected, to do whatever the job de- 
manded?

For a permanent Republican Party South- 
wide can come only through laying a strong 
foundation in the rank and file. Unless that 
is done, the upheaval this year could turn 
out to be a one-shot, one-election affair as 
was the case with Herbert Hoover’s 1928 
break into the solid South. 


There are some similarities in the Hoover 
and Eisenhower upheavals in the South, as 
well as some differences. 


The 1928 revolt to Mr. Hoover was based, 
recognizably, on prejudice—religious preju- 
dice. His Democratic opponent, the late 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New York, was a 
Catholic. He also was a ‘‘wet,’’ champion- 
ing repeal of the 18th Amendment that had 
imbedded national prohibition in the Consti- 
tution. That was a factor also in the South, 
which had its share, along with the rest of 
the country, of hypocritical ‘‘dry-voting, wet- 
drinking’’ folks, including members of Con- 
gress and state officials. 


Prejudice also was an influence in the 
mass movement toward General Eisen- 
hower, but in a different direction—race in- 
stead of religion. The general clearly bene- 
fited from the antagonism still simmering 
against President Truman for his civil rights 
program, especially FEPC, against which 
General Eisenhower is on record. 

However, the Eisenhower procession was 
far bigger than the 1948 Dixiecrat parade, 
far more embracing. It was manifestly 
compounded of other elements. It swept in 
persons of all sorts from all walks of life, 
including businessmen and others with whom 
economic issues were paramount and per- 
suasive as with people elsewhere in the 
country. In that respect it was much health- 
jer than the Hoover or Dixiecrat uprisings. 


Whatever the motives for the Southern re- 
volt this year, and they were mixed in the 
South as everywhere else, General Eisen- 
hower had another advantage in that he had 
not been identified with the Republican Party 
previously and, figuratively, stood apart in 
his own right above politics and partisan- 
ship. That offered the excuse for which 
many Southerners had been waiting to part 
with tradition. 

It will, however, take more than this for 
the Republican Party, as such, to establish 
itself permanently in the South.

Won the Victory 


WASHINGTON—In appraising the rather 
strange election returns wherein the Repub- 
licans won a landslide victory on the presi- 
dency while being able to sneak through only 
a bare margin of control | in Congress, it 
must be apparent to everyone that the great 
overriding factor in the situation was the 
high pedestal of public. favor occupied by 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower. 


General Ike has been a world figure for 10 

He has been one of our great national 

heroes ever since he led the successful 
invasion of Europe in the 
last world war. His ac- 
complishments in the field 
of.his profession have giv- 
en him a stature which 
few men in our time have 
equaled. 

Against this the Demo- 
crats had nominated as 
their candidate a man 
who was little known out- 
side of his home state. 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson was 


an exceedingly able man and made one of 


the most brilliant campaigns in American 
political, history. But the people voted for 
the better known and better liked man. 


For whatever else may be said, few peo- 
ple ever really disliked ‘‘Ike,”’ as he has 
come to be affectionately known. He aroused 
heated antagonism when he embraced men 
of the McCarthy and Jenner stripe, but the 
warmth of his personality and natural friend- 
liness enabled him to survive even a mistake 
of this magnitude. “He made other compro- 
mises in the interest of political expediency 
that left a sour note. 


The only pity of it is that he did not 
hold himself aloof on the high pedestal he 
occupied at the beginning of the campaign. 
He undoubtedly would have won by an even 
larger majority. 

But the most interesting thing about the 
election is that he ran so far ahead of his 
party. It was an unprecedented result. 
Never before in history has a man won by 
such a tremendous majority of popular votes 
without carrying a?heavy margin of conges- 
sional control. The fact that it turned out 
this way shows that the Eisenhower per- 
sonality:was the dominant factor. 

What happened in the congressional con- 
tests is indicative tnough that it was not a 
Democrats’ 
undoing. There was a certain amount of 
this, to be sure. But any widespread protest 
against the accumulated sins of the party 
long in power would have carried a sweep 
of Congress along with the White House.

The day of his funeral I was in New York, 
but my mind and heart were in Newnan.

There 
was Annie Lee, who through all the years 
of his ministry was a wife who loved, under- 
stood and worked by his side.

I saw Bob a few days before he died. 
He knew the end was near. Yet he was 
calm and at peace. For 19 years he had 
spent his life telling others about Him who 
said: “I am the resurrection and the life: 
he that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live: and whosoever liveth 
and believeth in me shall never die’ (John 
11:25, 26). 

Bob wanted so much to live. A young 
man just reaching the height of his ministry. 
On the other hand, he was not afraid to die. 
His physician told him he would not have 
long and suggested that he get things in 
order. Thinking he meant his financial af- 
Bob smiled and said he had no 
finances to get in order. 

The physician thought there might be 
something he wanted to make ready in his 
life. But with quiet confidence, Bob replied, 
“TIT have nothing to make ready. I am ready 
any time.” The faith he preached in life was 
sufficient in time of death.

On the Presidency 


How many people can name the presi- 
dents from Washington to Eisenhower? — Dr. 
Charles P. Copeland of Atlanta asks the ques- 
tion and then answers it with a jingle which 
he savs he learned as a boy. He has brought 
the jingle up to date—from Benjamin Harri- 
son to Ike. (Which suggests the story of the 
teacher who tried to shame the little boy by 
saying, ‘‘Why, when I was your age I could 
name all the presidents.”’ And the poy re- 
plied, ‘“‘Yes, teacher, but §& a, 
there weren't nearly as 
many then.’’) The Cope- 
land formula gives the 
first letter of the last 
name of each president, 
hence enabling you to 
name them, provided you 
know for which chief 
executive each letter 
stands. Here it is: “‘Wil-

tured Home To Publish The Fact, Prouilly 
Believing Life’s Joys Gained Honestly Gave 
A Christian Heart.

LIKE DR. COPELAND, I, too, learned 
a formula in school, except mine was “ST, 
WAPNIACLE.’ The word was to remind one 
of the order of succession in case both presi- 
dent and vice-president died. The letters 
stood for Secretary of State, Treasury and 
War, Attorney General and so on, the “‘E”’ 
representing the Secretary of Education 
when and if that cabinet post was ever 
added, which it has not been. 

But that was before a new ‘succession 
law put the Speaker of the House third in 
line and before the creation of the office 
of Secretary of Defense. My key is.obsolete, 

The Federal Constitution says (Amend- 
ment XX) that if the electors chose a Presi- 
dent and he dies before Inauguration Day, 
Jan. 20, the Vice-President shall become 
President. 

Technically, the nation has not yet chosen 
a president. The people have chosen elec- 
tors pledged to the GOP candidates. If the 
nominee apparent—that’s Ike—should die be- 
fore the first Monday after the second 
Wednesday in December (Dec. 15), then in 
theory the electors can vote for whom they 
please. In practice they would follow the 
party’s wishes as indicated by its national 
committee or a special convention.
